Bishops Urged 
NottoWaste 
Time at Council 


Working Day Is 
Lengthened by 
Half an Hour

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 


bishops of the Roman Catholic 
Church started work at the 
Vatican 
Ecumenical 
Council 


today and at the outset were 
told to speed it up and waste no 
time in bringing the council to 
an end. 


Senior council directors told 


the 2,500 prelates that their 
daily work schedule had been 
lengthened by 30 minutes and 
that the coffee bar in St. Peter's 
will be closed most of the time. 


Pope Paul VI formally opened 


the session Monday. The main 
item of business on the first 
work day was a schema on the 
nature of the Church. 


Secrecy Invoked 


But before discussion started, 


the council fathers were told of 
the measures to hasten their 
proceedings and they were also 
reminded to maintain secrecy 
on council deliberations. 


Avoid any "impudent" public 


disclosures, they were told. 


Council documents are secret, 


but some have become public 
knowledge, including a revised 
council "draft 
declaration on 


Roman Catholic relations with 
the Jews. This document on the 
Jews caused the deepest contro- 
versy in the nine-month recess 
period. 


Council proceedings also are 


secret, but appointed briefing 
officers 
told 'newsmen about 


today's meeting.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — 


U.N. 
officials said today Presi- 


dent Makarios has agreed to lift 
the economic blockade of Turk- 
ish 
Cypriot communities on 


Cyprus some time this week. 


Makarios reportedly relented 


under heavy pressure from Galo 
Plaza, U.N. chief representative 
on Cyprus, and Lt. Gen. K. S 
Thimayya, commander of the 
peace force. 


U.N. 
officials have warnec 


Makarios ever since he imposed 
the blockade early last month 
that cutting food supplies to the 
Turkish Cypriots might bring 
armed action from Turkey. 


Turkey announced last week 


It would break the blockade by 
using a naval-air convoy to ship 
food to the hard-pressed village 
of Kokkina, on the northwes 
coast.

3 Dead, 6 Hurt Boycott at Schools

On High Seas

Disasters on the high seas 


left three men dead, six in- 
jured, two freighters gutted by 
fire and another aground. 


The three dead were from the 


Spanish freighter Sierra Aran- 
zazu, last reported burning un- 
controllably 50 miles off the 
eastern tip of Cuba. 


Two of the sailors were dead 


when plucked from a life raft 
by the S.S. P.G. Thulin, a Neth- 
erlands vessel. The third died 
as the rescue ship raced for the 
Bahamas. Six other crewmen 
were injured.

executive mansion and Herbert 
Hoover became president.

H e l l e r , has been eloquently 
pleading the case for years. The 
reason our economy is still per- 
forming so magnificently is that 
it is being fed so well by the 
1964 and 1962 tax cuts. 


(2) But the Goldwater plan is 


simply- too 
"automated." 
It 


would cut 
taxes even if we 


were in a runaway inflation 
and the crying need was for 
restraint of spending. Under the 
plan,' tax

would

down even if an international 
crisis forced a sharp upswing in 
military expenditures. The tax

With quali- 
fications Goldwater didn't give 
it, the program has been urg- 
ed, for years by highly respect- 
ed, economists and businessmen. 


In each 
of his three mes- 


sages in January 1962 President 
Kennedy asked Congress to give 
him stand-by authority to order 
temporary, across - the - board 
reductions in individual income 
tax rates to combat recession. 
He proposed his authority be 
subject to veto by Congress, he 
specified limits on the tax cuts 
in percentage and duration — 
and, 
most 
significantly, 
he 


tied 
the cuts to start of a 


business downturn 


Congress lashed back in fury, 


for it is deeply jealous of its 
"power to lay and collect tax- 
es" — given to it in Article I 
of the Constitution. It properly 
underlined the danger that such 
tax - cutting authority in the 
hands of a President could be- 
come a political come-on to at- 
tract votes. What it wouldn't 
give to Kennedy, it wouldn't 
give to Goldwater.

Supreme Court 
Session Opens 
Again Oct. 5 


Present Justices 
Undeterred by 
Abuse, Criticism 


BY JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court, under increas- 
ing attack for 10 years by those 
who .charged it was pushing too 
far, returns to work Oct. 5. Will 
the nine justices now be more 
reluctant to tackle cases which 
might bring more abuse? 


There have been guesses they 


would. It seems like a better 
guess they will do nothing of the 
kind, and for several reasons, 
but one in particular. 


This has been the strongest 


court in the 20th century and 
perhaps in American history. It 
has also been the most wildly 
attacked and criticized court in 
this century. 


But the justices have been 


undeterred. They have gone on 
handing down new decisions and 
moving into new fields, which 
got them fresh attacks. 


Available Evidence 


On that evidence — and it's 


the only evidence available — 
there's no sound reason for 
thinking the justices now will 
suffere a chill even though other 
courts in the past backed up and 
played mouse when the going 
got tough. 


Chief Justice Earl Warren, 


now 73 and going into his llth 
year on the bench, has warned 
against 
self-satisfaction 
with 


law in its present form amidst a 
fast-changing world. 


He has said: "As conditions 


change so do the problems, the. 
rights, and the obligations of the 
people change. If the law is to 
serve its true purpose, it too 
must change to meet those 
changed, conditions." 
I 


Legal Discussions 


And he has said: "We can't be 


guided by what people think or 
say except in legal discussions. 
We can't be guided by public 
appraisal. If we did, we'd-be 
deciding cases by other than 
legal means. . 


The court has been particular- 


ly accused of usurping the 
powers of the legislative branch 
«f government. 


But in the two most notable 


examples in this area — civil 
rights and reapportionment — 
the court acted only after Con- 
gress "and state" legislatures" fiac 
long failed to act. In short, it 
filled a vacuum. 


For more than half a century 


Congress failed to pass a single 
civil rights act to give Negroes 
the 
benefits 
and 
protections 


guaranteed 
all citizens under 


the Constitution. 


Court Declaration 


On May 17, 1954 the court 


declared public school segrega- 
tion — and the very principle oi 
segregation — unconstutitional 
The criticism poured on the 
court by white segregationists 
for this ruling hasn't ended yet 


But that decision opened the 


gates for a march by Negroes to 
greater 
freedom 
and 
more 


protection of their rights 
as 


citizens than they had ever had 
since the Emancipation Procla 
mation. 


Earlier this year 69 prominent 


Negroes 
named 
Warren 
the 


white man who has done the 
most for the American Negro 
Since that 1954 decision, Con 
gress has passed three civi 
rights laws.

Court Denounced 


The court was denounced for 


banning the required reading in 
public schools of the Bible and 
the Lord's Prayer. Critics tried 
to push through a constitutional 
amendment to undo the deci- 
sion. So far this has failed. 


This year the court hit anoth- 


er storm when it ordered state 
legislatures redistricted so that 
the "representatives and sena- 
tors in those legislatures would 
more truly represent equal 
numbers of their population. 


But legislatures,, some of 


them, had failed for half a 
century to provide this equal 
Apportionment. This angered 
politicians. And now in Congress 
an effort is being marie to delay 
the carrying out of this order.

motorcycle I rode has, without 
being technical, about two and 
one-half horsepower But I was 
soon to learn from new-found 
friends (who gravitate to motor- 
cyclists) that one speaks not 
so much of horsepower, but of 
cubic c e n t i m e t e r s Where 
a typical automobile has a 250 
or 300-cubic engine, my motor- 
cycle is specified as 50-cu'oic 
centimeters, which means it has 
a three-cubic inch motor. 


The cubic capacity is found 


(pardon me for appearing so 
very wise) by squaring the boie 
(in millimeters), multiplying by 


0.7854 and then multiplying the 
result by the stroke and next 
by the number of cylinders 
and at last dividing the product 
by 1,000. 


Time was, of course, when a 


fellow bought a motorcycle for 
transportation and for showing 
off. Today's motorcyclist — per- 
haps a cut above the cyclist of 
grandpa's day — is buying a 
much smaller vehicle and learn- 
ing vast things1 about motors 
and ratios and hydraulics. 


Though many of today's buy- 


ers of motorcycles and scooters 
are teen-agers, there is an in- 
flux of the middle-aged buyer 
into the market, too. Sensitive 
advertising, principally by Hon- 
ra, a Japanese manufacturer, 
seems to have stimulated the 
growing boom in motorcycle 
sales.

committee headed by Sen. W. A.

spread over the next six years.

private funds apparently avail- 
able on a matching basis, the 
program probably would involve 
an expenditure of $30,000,000 in 
total and assure the complete 
transformation of the 40-year- 
old medical research, care and 
teaching campus of the state 
university. 


Favorable Signs 


The University Medical School 


and its associated services us- 
ually have maintained good leg- 
islative relations, although its 
administrators and faculty are 
aware that in the next legisla- 
ture they will be competing with 
many other services for a lim- 
ited'state treasury resource. A 
favorable sign, however, is the 
endorsement of its ambitious re- 
quests by Sen. Draheim and his 
committee. The Neenah legisla- 
tor on state fiscal questions in 
general has been regarded as 
one'of the legislature's principal 
conservatives. 


A tangible clue to the fate of 


the funding request will corrie 
next month when the Legislative

\ Postmaster General John Gronouski has 
blandly assured Democrats that the "white 
backlash" is a myth and that Polish- 
Americans, at least, will overwhelmingly 
support the Democratic ticket as they have 
In the past. But while such confidence is 
often deemed an important political atti- 
tude, this time it seems based upon opinion 
and hope rather than upon anything more 
concrete. The importance of the white 
backlash, particularly in the north, is so 
far an unknown quantity. 


By intent or accident the Republican 


convention gave the impression that the 
Civil Rights movement would be slowed 
down if Senator Goldwater were elected 
in November. This had a dual result; the 
encouragement of white votes for the Re- 
publican ticket in the Deep South and 
some of the border states, and an almost 
wholesale effort by Negro leaders to stump 
for the Democrats. 


Conversely the Democratic convention 


made little effort to soothe the wounded 
feelings of Alabama and Mississippi dele- 
gates. There seemed to be an assumption 
at San Francisco that the Negro vote was 
doubtful in any case, while the political 
leaders at Atlantic City apparently con- 
ceded the loss of at least a couple southern 
states in November no matter what was 
done. 


But the big question mark still centers 


around the normally Democratic voters in 
the big northern cities. 


These are people who live in modest 


homes and expect to stay there; their own 
employment futures 
generally do not 


include spectacular advancement which 
would make moving to more wealthy areas 
feasible. Many of such voters are first and 
second generation Americans with close 
ethnic ties in community and religious 
affairs. They have struggled themselves 
or seen their parents struggle against 
poverty and prejudice. They have corne to 
resent the 
Negro 
advancement which 


sometimes seems in spite of the lack of 
industry and good moral principles. The 
white citizens in these areas are concerned 
about the dangers of lowered property 
values as the Negroes have moved in, over 
agitation and unrest in the schools, over the 
threat of violence and alien habits on the 


streets. Some hav« more recently come 
from Eastern Europe and have brought 
with them a prejudice against black peo- 
ple born of the Communist effort to woo 
Africans into exchange programs in the 
satellite countries. 


Last spring Wisconsin's primary showed 


a considerable vote in normally regular 
Democratic areas for Governor George 
Wallace. But what cannot be determined 
is whether this was a one-shot protest in an 
election which would elect nobody anyway. 
Whether or not the resentment against 
Negro pressure will carry over into active 
support for Senator Goldwater's conserva- 


1 tism is unknown as far as any factual 


information is concerned. 


The polls this year have been spec- 


tacularly inaccurate but they are always 
worth noting. Several taken this summer 
have indicated a higher percentage of union 
members in favor of the Republican ticket 
than usual. But the vote against the Negro 
is also likely to be a hidden one. Despite 
resentments and fears, people in general 
are not likely to go on record as opposing 
equal rights for anyone or to appear to so 
oppose. And how much resentment will be 
needed to change a traditional-Democratic 
vote at a time of reasonable prosperity is 
also undetermined and is unlikely to be 
until election day. 


The white backlash has also resulted 


in another one—the firm pulling away 
from the Republican party by the great 
majority of Negroes. However, this may 
not alter the voting pattern very much. 
Negroes in general have been listed in the 
Democratic column. And a great many 
Negroes eligible to vote do not. This is 
not only true in the south where intimida- 
tion and the threat of retaliation are still 
present. A great many in the north have 
failed to register either because of apathy, 
a lack of interest in something considered 
primarily of concern to white people, or a 
reluctance to get their names on records 
anywhere. 


The white backlash may indeed fail to 


materialize except in pdckets of the Deep 
South. But we do not have Postmaster 
Gronouski's crystal ball. And a lot may de- 
pend upon what happens in some com- 
munities of large cities between now and 
November 3. 


The National Guard Needs Men

Pity the Illinois Voter 


If you were confused by some of the 


names on the recent Wisconsin primary 
ballot, imagine the plight of Illinois voters 
in the November election for members of 
that state's House of Representatives.

There are 236 candidates for 177 
seats.

recent incidents did not lead to 
armed conflict and to violence 
among elements of the armed 
forces, and we hope that these 
incidents will have a stabilizing 
effect, and people, having npw 
seen this prospect of violence 
which was avoided, will now 
recognize 
the importance of 


getting on with the thorough 
consultation 
and 
movement 


toward a stable and more per- 
manent constitutional system." 


As to what the United States
